Historical Flags of America 
Now On Display Locally 


Sierra Madre, now an offi¬ 
cial Biconlenniai City, will 
be serving thi s month and 
next as the first bicentennial 
host community for a special 
traveling exhibit of .histori¬ 
cal flags of America. 

The exhibit, now on dis¬ 
play in the window of the 
Foothill Coin Center, 47 W. 
Sierra Madre Blvd., contains 
12 flags, handmare by club¬ 
women of tiie Verdiugo Dis¬ 
trict, California Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, which 
are replicas in full size of 
those flown in the early 
days of our country. 

Also on exhibit, as the 
centerpiece of the display, is 
Old Glory, hand crocheted 
by Mrs. Nathaniel VanDe- 
Verg for the Sierra Madre 
Woman’s Club in honor of 
ciur country’s 200th birthday 
and loaned by the club lor 
the community exhibit. 

Two of the historical flags 
in the display also were 
made by Sierra. Madre wo¬ 
men and presented as part 
of tiie exhibit bv the Wo¬ 
man’s Club and Civic Club, 
both member clubs of the 
Verd'iigo District. The dis¬ 
tinctive regimental flag car¬ 
ried in tiie battles of Brandy¬ 
wine, Trenton and York- 
town, with its anchor, 13 
stars and the word, “Hope,” 
was created by Mrs. Archer 
Frey of the Woman’s Club. 
The 1774 Tciunton Flag, with 
its variation of the Union 
Jack and the “Union and 
Liberty” inscription, w a s 
created jointly by Mrs. Mark 
Hayden, Mrs. Richard Wheel¬ 
er, Mrs. Robert Taylor, Mrs. 
Jerome Adkins and M r s. 
James Englert, all members 
(.f the Civic Club. 

Other historical flags in 
t.he display include t li e 
Grand Union Flag, .used by 
John Paul Jones in 1775, and 
General Washington in 1776, 
and the square Bedford Flag 
with its armored hand and 
sword, cannon balls and 
"Vince Ant Morin*” (Con¬ 
quer or Die") slogan, which 
was carried 1 at Concord 
when th - shot heard ’rotund 
the world was fired in 1775. 

Tiie rattelsnake symbol 
and “Don’t Tread On Me” 
inscription are included in 
three of the replicas exhibit- 


tinontal Navy Jack with its 
red and white stripes crossed 
by a rattler. 

Several of the flags car 
lied by tiie Minute Men and 
Sons of Liberty, with their 
pine tree a.nd liberty slo¬ 
gans, also are in the display, 
including the famous Con¬ 
tinental Flag of 1775, car¬ 
ried in tiie Battle of Bunker 
Hill, and the flag of Wash¬ 
ington’s Cruisers with its in¬ 
scription, “An Appeal to 
■Heaven.” 

Anotn.er distinctive flag 
exhibited in the collection is 
the Colonel Moultrie Flag, 
flown i.n South Carolina in 
1776, with its white crescent 
on a blue field. Both the 
Flag of 1777, with its 13 
stars and 13 stripes, and the 
Flag of 1794, with 15 stars 
and 15 stripes, which in¬ 
spired the "Star Spangled 
Banner,” are exhibited also, 
as well as the Nation’s of¬ 
ficial Bicentennial Flag. 

The exhibit was previously 
displayed in the historic Es¬ 
sick House for Sierra Madre’s 
first Fall Bicentennial Event, 
the Bicentennial Western 
Picnic and Square Dance 
held the first week of Octo¬ 
ber by the Woman’s Club, 
and will return to Essick 
House again for the Bicen¬ 
tennial Community Prayer 
Breakfast being hosted by 
the Club on November 5. 

It will remain i;n the Coin 
Center window during Octo¬ 
ber and during November 
will travel throughout the 
community to schools, youth 
groups and civic meetings.

Gasoline Use Up 
For State Users 

Gasoline consumption by 
California drivers continued 
to climb, but at a. slower 
rate than July usage, ac¬ 
cording to George R. Reilly, 
member State Board of 
Eqiualizaticn. 

Reilly said that the August 
gallonage was only nino- 
to:nths-of-one per cent higher 
than that of August 1974, 
but a more significant 2.8 
per cent lower than totals in 
the pre-er.ergv crisis month 
of August 1973. However, 
August 1975 consumpt i o n 
was 1.1 per cent higher than 
that of July 1975. 

The gasoline distribution 
data are for taxable sales 
by distributors to retail out¬ 
lets, brokers, and certain 
other distributors. Refiners, 
importers, and wholes a 1 e 
distributors pay a seven- 
cent-per-gallon tax on their 
distribution to retailers. The 
State Board of Equalization 
administers the state fu~l 
tax program. 

Revenue to the state from 
(hat tax increased only 
$598,000, up from $63.06 mil¬ 
lion in August 1974 to $63.65 
in August 1975, and SSOO.OOO 
over July 1975 totals.

Q. — I saw a story recently 
that tho Value Line service 
■had pi von an award to an 
investment club because in 
the last three and one half 
yea.rs, it had earned 18 per 
cent a year on its holdings. 
In the bad market we have 
had all that time, it seems 
to mo that that had to be a 
fluke of some kind. Can you 
tell me if that story is true, 
and if it Is, how it hap¬ 
pened 

A. — The story is true. 
Tho members of the P.A.I.D. 
Investment Club of Defiance, 
Ohio, have invested $20 a 
month for the last 3Vi years. 
Their total accumulated in¬ 
vestment of $12,574 was 
worth $15,153 when they won 
the Value Line award. Each 
member’s $830 was worth 
$1,087. The club owned 11 
stocks. It has moderate 
losses in six of them, sub 
stantinl profits in two and 
moderate profit in three. The 
club’s greatest profits were 
in Archer Daniels and .Tim 
Walter Corporat ions. Its 
other profits wore in Bea¬ 
trice Foods, Gulf Resources 
and Dinner Bell. 

The club’s biggest loss was 
in General Motors. Its aver¬ 
age cost is $08 a share for 
GM, and with the chib’s 
long term outlook it is likeiy 
to still be holding GM when 
that coopration has its next 
boom year and find it very 
profitable holding at that 
time. Inflation is pushing 
the dollar figures up in 


every corporation and as 
bad as things are in the 
auto industry it appears that 
while GM’s unit sales are 
down, its dollar sales in the 
last six months of this year 
either will be or be very 
close to an all-time record. 
Since profits tend to rise 
with volume, the odd s are 
GM’s next high volume year 
will be a very profitable one. 

To understand the success 
of this investment club, you 
have to understand the in¬ 
vestment philosophy and 
practice in back of the in¬ 
vestment club movement.

A. — The bond you men¬ 
tioned is selling for $1,030. 
It matures in one and a half 
years and at that time will 
be worth only $1,000. Your 
broker is calling your atten 
tion to the fact that while 
you will get a good interest 
payment, if you hold the 
bond to maturity you will 
have a capital loss of $30 
which will really mean your 
interest income wasn’t as 
great as it seemed.
